Sub-Committee Leaves Unchang- 
ed House Definition of Intox- 
icating Beverages. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11,—Prohibi- 
tion enforcement legislation advanced 
another step in fongress today when 
the senate judiciary committee began 
consideration of the bill passed by 
the house last June as amended and 
liberalized by the judiciary sub-com- 
mittee. Although the general house 
plan for the enforcement of war-time 
and constitutional prohibition re- 
mains in the bill, the sub-committee 
eliminated several drastic house pro- 
visions and modified others. In its 
work the sub-committee first revised 
the senate enforcement bill and then 
incorporated their amendments fn the 
reporting the latter as 
amended by the unanimous vote to 


Like the house, the senate sub- 
comraittee adopted the precaution of 
having separate sections in the bill to 
deal with war time and constitutional 
prohibition. 

One Half Per Cent, Alcohol. 

The sub-committee left unchanged 
the house definition of intoxicating 
beverages as those containing one- 
half of one per cent. or more of alco- 
hol. 

As reviewed the bill won't interfere 
with the sforage and personal use of 
alcoholic Iiquor in homes of individ- 
uals, Probably the most liberal 
amendment to the house bill 1s the 
provision exempting from penalties 
any person manufacturing non-intoxt- 
cating cider and fruit Juices exclusive- 
ly for use in his house. This would 
permit home manufacture of Ight 
wines and cider for personal con- 
sumption, and the amendment, ex- 
cept by implication in connection 
with the definition of intoxicants does 
not define “non-intoxicating bever- 
ages." Stricken from the house bill 
was the provision making !t unlawful 
for persons to be intoxicated or to 
drink liquor on traina, street cars, jit- 
neys, boats and other public convey- 
ances.

j WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—President 
| Wilson sent to the foreign relations 
committee today a copy of the origin- 
al American draft of the League of 
Nations covenant: but declined to fur- 
nish other papers relating to the 
| peace negotiations asked for in sen- 
| ate resolutions. 

In reply to a committee request for 
| “all data” used in preparation of the 
treaty, the president wrote that most 
of the documents and memoranda 
were left in Paris, and that many 
were of a confidential nature so that 
“on grounds of public policy” it 
would be unwise to make use of them 
“outside the conference.” He _ sent 
the only American covenant draft and 
a copy of the covenant as agreed to 
before his first return from Europe. 

To another resolution asking for a 
copy of the letter written by General 


Mr. Wilson replied that he regarded 
the letter as confidential since it con- 
tained certain references to other goy- 
ernments. He said the communica- 
tion, on which Secretary Lansing and 
Henry White concurred. “took a very 
strong ground’ against the proposed 
settlement of the question, but could 
not “properly be described as a pro- 
test against the final Shantung de- 
cision.”

FLYING BOAT 
FALLS IN SEA AT 
FELIXSTOWE 


Lieut. McLeod, Wireless Operator 
Killed.—The Six Passen- 
gers Rescued. 


LONDON, Aug., 11.—The flying boat 
Felixstowe Fury, which was due to 
start on Tuesday for Capetown, South 
Africa, on an eight thousand mile 
flight, crashed today off Felixstowe 
during a test filght, The wireless op- 
erator on board, Lieutenant MacLeod, 
was killed The six passengers were 
rescued. 

The flying boat, one of the largest 
of its type yet bullt, side-slipped and 
fell into the sea one hundred yards 
off shore. The plane crumpled under 
the impact with the water and was 
virtually submerged, 

MacLeod was dead, strapped in his 
seat, when the wrecked craft was tow-

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HE Dominion Government in creating the Jasper National Park has set aside for the enjoy- 
I ment of the ple one of the loveliest regions in the Canadian Rockies—-a territory starred 
with beautiful le , snowcapped mountain peaks and gigantic qocere, The area of the Park 
sroximately 4,400 square miles. ‘The desire of the many travellers along the Grand Trunk 
Pacific line to stay over and inspect the beauties of the Park has led to the establishment ofa 
novel enterprise in the form of a camp hotel on the shores of Lac Beauvert. The official count 
of the mountain peaks to be seen from the Jasper Park Camp is one hundred and fifty. From 
the Camp, with its floored tents and big canvas dining hall, ye are made to the famous Maligne 
Canyon, to Pyramid Lake and to the top of Fitzhugh Mountain. One of the more distant trips 
to be taken is to the foot of Mount Edith Cavell.

Destroying the Barrier, 

The Poles and Ukrainians are 
locked in a death grapple. Their 
struggle for the possession of ter- 
ritory is embittered by race antag 
onism eenturies old, and unless 
stopped by the Allies the prospect 
is a war of extermination, 

Poland was brought into na- 
tional re-existence by the assist- 
ance of the Allies. Ukrainia de- 
|eclared itself an independent state 
following the break-up of Russia, 
but has not been recognized by 
the Allied powers. 

Allies would seem to be bound to 

/either support Poland or to re- 
cognize Ukrainia and bring influ- 
ence to bear upon Poland to stop 
the mutually exhausting strife. 

Poland and Ukrainia lie be- 
|} tween Germany and Russia. If 
they become strong states free 
| from German influence they may 
constitute an effective barrier 
against the extension of German 
interest and influence—and even- 
tually, authority—into the Rus- 
sian dominions.
